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Continuation of 3. NOTE: THe new issues are whether the changes to claim 36, lines 8 and 14 would make the claims allowable. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were not convincing. As to the 
more homogeneous glass particles: such is not claimed, nor has it been demonstrated to be an inherent feature. As to the various 
articles: it is unclear if such are to be new and unexpected results or what. In other words, it is not understood as to how "benefits- 
demonstrate nonobviousness - if that was Applicants purpose in providing such. As to the assertion that rare earths in Takahashi would 
begin to oxidize before reaching the flame and would form a clustered structure: This is an allegation with no evidence to support it. 
More importantly, the claims do not preclude such. As to the conclusion that Tikkanen teaches away - Examiner does not see it - 
Applicant should specifically point out by page and line number the relevant portions of Tikkannen to support the assertion. Examiner 
realizes none of the references discloses all of the claimed features (as applicant individually argues); however the rejection is based on 
a combination of the references. All of the motivations are indicated in the rejection. As to the argument that there is no motivation to 
modify Takahashi so as to supply a rare earth metal: See the sentence spanning pages 2-3 of the Final rejection. . 
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
